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Truth Gets Out 


Not so long ago, anyone who 
lifted a voice to question the 
Roosevelt-Churchill war policies 
was labelled subversive. And it 
was considered a sacrilege to pro- 
test the unconditional surrender 
formula. But as we enter the now- 
it-can-be-told era, Roosevelt’s top 
man in European espionage dur- 
ing the war, Allen Welsh Dulles, 
has come out with a most devas- 
tating attack on the whole uncon- 
ditional surrender policy. 

Dulles was the man who headed 
our intelligence staff in Europe 
where he had hundreds of agents 
all over Europe; he wag also our 
top-ranking contact man with the 
German underground, and his 
services have recently been recog- 
nized by a decoration from Presi- 
dent Truman and the War Depart- 
ment. 

Recently Mr. D’s book Ger- 
many’s Underground (McMillan 
Co., $3) and a press interview that 
followed are revealing as well as 
disturbing. Among other things, 
he said, “More and more evidence 
is accumulating that the war was 
prolonged ten months because of 
our failure to take advantage of 
division within Germany. It is 
clear that we should have driven 
a wedge between the German 
Army and the Nazi gang and end- 
ed the war in the summer of 1944. 

“The Germany Mlitary Intelli- 
gence was gutted with defeatism, 
and many of its members were 
anti-Hitler. But we were ham- 
strung by the Casab'anca formula 
for Unconditional Surrender and 
by the fear that Russia would run 
out on us if we gave encourage- 
ment to the German Underground 
. . . We had ten times the chance 
of dividing the Germans than we 
had in World War I, what with all 
the rivalry and bittter feelings 
against the ‘upstart Nazis’ whose 
atrocities had sickened even large 
sections of Germany. 


Last Lunges Costly 
“Instead, with Unconditional 
Surrender, we united the Germans 
behind Hitler and drove a wound- 
ed, dying beast to the wall. All it 
could do was strike back in some 
last lunges that were extremely 
costly.” 
Wm. Philip Simms, the Scripps-

X-Ray and Forecast 


"THE REPUBLICANS. Don’t be deceived by the present lull on the 
American economic-political front. Some big things are brewing 
under the surface that will be forced into the open this fall. 
Conservative Republican leaders and their big business associates 
are ‘way out on a limb—and they know it. They have successfully 
stopped labor advances which was O.K. with a large portion of the 
public—but they have made a debacle of the policy of “capitalism's 


“voluntary price controls” which the GOP inaugurated when Govern- 


ment controls were smashed. Remember when one big Republican 
leader in Congress said, “They are trying to scare us by threatening 
that if controls are lifted the price of meat will go up. If controls are 
lifted, meat will go down.” But meat went up 60%. Remember the 
National Manufacturers Association spokesmen for big business who 
said in 1700 newspapers in June ’46, “If controls are lifted the pro- 
duction of goods will mount rapidly and prices will quickly adjust 
themselves to levels that consumers are willing to pay. Prices will be 
fair and reasonable to all.” But prices shot up on the average of 30 
to 60% on many essential commodities. 

The people who were glad to see labor curbed are now beginning 
to join their voices in the bitter tide of denunciation against the na- 
tion’s political and economic leadership that pushed labor back, held 
wages down with a flair of proud achievement, but then merrily ush- 
ered in the biggest profit grab on the part of large business interests 
in the history of the country. Congress, in the rush to make good on 
a balanced budget and tax reductions, has been slashing the budget 
where it hurts the farmer and the little people (public power, recla- 
mation projects, farm aid, anti-trust appropriations, etc.), and leaving 
the budget untouched where it affects the affairs of large corporations 
and financial interests. 

This question is now running through the minds of millions:— 
“Is the GOP hell-bent to commit suicide already?” Republican Gover- 
nor Earl Warren of California even flew to Washington to ask that. 

With labor leaders properly chastised and shorn of some of their 
power—and they had it coming to them—the unions are sitting back 
watching the non-labor public begin to get the viewpoint once more 
of the man with the dinner pail instead of the man with the bank roll 
—which was the viewpoint that prevailed at last year’s elections. The 
unions are beginning to merge their interests, bury the inter-union 
hatchets and get ready for a political comeback. 

Young progressive Republican leaders who have seen the hand- 
writing on the wall for a long time are hoping that the old guard has 
played out its hand and now, realizing the inevitable political conse-

Conscription Drive 


The big drive is now finally on 
to put over the Universal Military 
Training law. The War Depart- 
ment has been rounding up influ- 
ential citizens who are in favor of 
U.M.T.—news reporters, magazine 
writers, educators, woman’s club 
leaders, churchmen,—and _ using 
them to help swell the tide of pub- 
licity for passage of the law. Any- 
one with a well-known name, who 
favors the U.M.T. program, will 
get lots of space and attention. 
Any who do not—which actually 
includes most educators, religious 
leaders, labor leaders and many 
scientists, even some military fig- 
ures,—will be kept hushed up as 
much as possible. 


The hub of the present U.M.T. 
campaign will be to sell the coun- 
try the new training experiment 
at Ft. Knox where 600 eighteen 
year old trainees are being trained 
in a new special technique which 
the War Department hopes to sell 
to the country as a picture of the 
new conscription system. But ac- 
tually this new Ft. Knox “show 
case” experiment is so unlike the 
real army thing that if you even 
mention it behind the scenes in 
the War Department, some colo- 
nels and generals will blow up in 
your face. But the idea is to sell 
the country the Fort Knox idea 
now,—then, when the training sys- 
tem has become legal, the Army 
can gradually work in the real 
army training that will in the end 
become quite different from the 
rarified Ft. Knox experiment. 


The War Department is trying 
to make the parents of America 
forget that: there ig six to ten 
times as much venereal disease in 
the armed services as in civilian 
life; the amount of liquor con- 
sumed is vastly greater in the 
armed services than in civilian 
life; Army and Navy life produces 
three times as many mental and 
nervous breakdowns as civilian 
life. Furthermore, most of the es- 
sential elements of democracy are 
not to be found in Army life, such 
as: the right to participate by se- 
cret ballot in the choice of lead- 
ers; the right to trial by jury of 
one’s peers; the right of habeas 
corpus; freedom of speech; the 
right of petition ... As every GI

Howard Foreign Editor, in com- 
menting on this situation, dared 
to say: “But for the Casablanca 
‘unconditional surrender’ blunder, 
a similar total victory could have 
been won months earlier in World 
War II, according to American 
and Allied observers. Allen Welsh 
Dulles, OSS head in Switzerland, 
Says a powerful well-organized 
group was functioning against 
Hitler at the time, and the Casa- 
blanca pronunciamento fatally 
crippled it. The desperate Dr. 
Goebbels and his propaganda ma- 
chine grabbed hold of it and turn- 
ed it into a sorely needed slogan 
for themselves. Goebbels twisted it 
into ‘total slavery.’ 

“*To stop short of total mili- 
tary victory,’ writes Mr. Dulles in 
his book, Germany’s Underground, 
‘would have been unthinkable on 
our part. On the other hand, the 
Goebbelses and Bormanns were 
able to use unconditional surren- 
der to prolong a totally hopeless 
war for many months.’ 

“This not only meant many 
needless American lives lost and 
the expenditure of many billions 
but a battered, shattered Germany 
which, instead of looking out for 
itself, must now depend on Ameri- 
can taxpayers for food to keep 
them alive.’ 

History will not only record the 
prominent place Roosevelt and 
Churchill had in the political his- 
tory of our time but the ghastly 
blunders they made that cost tens 
of thousands of lives.

quences of their policies, will be forced to give ground to the more 
sane, progressive, middle-ground Republican and business leadership 
—of which fortunately we have plenty. Men like Sen. Wayne Morris, 
Sen. Aiken, Sen. Knowland and others—with other such Republican 
voices as that of Harold Stassen—believe in free enterprise for the 
people and not just for the few . . . as do many millionaire Christian- 
minded industrialists, such as Paul Hoffman, Eric Johnson, Robt. R. 
Young .. . and many others, But these progressive leaders have been 
pushed aside during the past months—will they now get their chance? 


peeoeRATED EUROPE. The highly significant movement for a 
Federation of European States is quietly but steadily gaining 
ground. The fact that this cause has been so largely championed by 
Winston Churchill and a small group around him is proving to be its 
chief handicap. In spite of the ballyhoo that always accompanies the 
name of Churchill in the American press, the former Prime Minister 
is associated in the minds of most Europeans with the worst of Brit- 
ish imperialism. Those nations that are forced to consider their rela- 
tions with Russia in whatever they do are afraid of being tied to any 
movement dominated by Churchill and his associates because of his 
long standing anti-Russian sentiments. Thus the very nations, such as 
France, Denmark, Sweden and Czechoslovakia who must take the lead 
in any such federation, are loathe to take such a step in a program that 
will be considered in Moscow as a thinly veiled anti-Soviet maneuver. 
There are reports of considerable pressure being brought to re- 
move Churchill’s questionable support from the movement that it 
might be freed of this stigma. A united Europe, free of the national- 
istic hatreds and rivalries that brought on two world wars is an indis- 
pensible prerequisite of peace. Such an achievement can succeed with- 
out Russian cooperation, but it cannot succeed if it is used to promote 
anti-Russian policies and becomes the secret weapon for the encircle- 
ment of Communist Russia by capitalist and semi-capitalist powers. 


Gove DIPLOMACY. Russia continues to fight a tough, unre- 
lenting and often brutal diplomatic game. The old Bolshevik 
clique that still dominates Soviet policy knows of no other way to 
carry on. The key to Russian. diplomacy is reparations. What the 
world forgets is that Russia suffered more destruction and death in 
the war than any other nation,—even and including Germany. Hence 
the Soviet rulers have been absolutely ruthless in their policy of rep- 
arations from Italy, Austria, Germany and all the other states that 
had a part in the invasion and destruction of the Russian cities, vil- 
lages and countryside. Our papers are full of reports of the ruthless 
Moscow reparation policies but seldom is anything ever reported that 
gives the background of these reparation demands. Two wrongs do 
not make a right, so no explanation can morally justify Russian de- 
mands and Soviet action. But no American can have a balanced picture 
without knowledge of conditions from which Soviet policy springs. 


C) TENSION GROWS. Want to see the American foreign pol- 

icy as non-Americans see it? Well, in the last few weeks it has 
become known and reported in some news circles that the British have 
shipped 500 fighting planes to Turkey; that the U.S. Army has been 
building airfields in Sicily, Crete and in Athens and Araxes on the 
Greek mainland and at other points around the eastern Mediterranean 
(besides the American Army airfields known to have been built 
among American oil holdings in Arabia). HOW WOULD WE BE 
BEHAVING IF THE RUSSIANS WERE DOING THE SAME IN 
MEXICO, CUBA AND VENEZUELA? And we say the Russians are 
suspicious! 

The military plans that include making America strong IN OUR 
OWN HEMISPHERE are reasonable and intelligent plans. But the 
men who are driving a wedge of American armaments into areas 
that crowd upon other peoples ten thousand miles away are deliber- 
ately gambling American blood for oil and other investments. 

Near East oil was part of the American loot from World War I. 
The American fleet then as now forced its way into a place of threat 
and dominance in the eastern Mediterranean area to back the ad- 
vance of our oil companies. Then through the infamous Chester con- 
cessions we forced from the Near Eastern powers a joint guarantee of 
oil rights to the British, American and French oil interests. But in 
World War II we were not after just a share of the treasure,—we

Rail Overcharge 

The Department of Justice re- 
cently revealed that the series of 
suits long known to have been in 
preparation to force U.S. railroads 
to refund part of the Government’s 
wartime freight bill are now about 
ready for filing. In its first com- 
plaint filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the De- 
partment accused 964 railroads of 
overcharging the Government on 
military and naval shipments des- 
tined for overseas and thus filch- 
ing away millions of taxpayers’ 
defense dollars. 


Great Humanitarian 

One of the heartening aspects 
of our present national scene is 
the return of Herbert Hoover to a 
place of national esteem. Vilified 
and victimized by the early New 
Dealers in a manner that will al- 
ways leave a mark of shame on 
the early Roosevelt record, the 
former President has filled a need 
that only he can fill in his service 
to present problems of world re- 
lief. Admittedly inept in handling 
the political and economic debacle 
of 1929-32, Herbert Hoover will 
always be one of the great hu- 
manitarians of our time. Truman’s 
stature has grown by his capacity 
to regain a perspective of the stat- 
ure of Herbert Hoover. 
Contradiction 

The voice of great business in- 
terests in America is double cross- 
ing itself. In carrying out a pro- 
gram to change tax laws relative 
to the American consumer coop- 
eratives, a big smear campaign 
has been on to brand the co-ops as 
communistic. On the other hand 
when they found themselves under 
fire from the influential farmer, 
dairymen, citrus and other strong 
co-op groups, the National Manu- 
facturers Association issued the 
following statement: 

“A cooperative is a form of busi- 
ness enterprise that enables a 
group of individuals, partnerships, 
or corporations to combine to- 
gether for the purpose of produc- 
ing or buying or selling a com- 
modity or service. City consumers 
have gotten together to buy goods 
and sell them. Businessmen have 
formed mutual fire insurance com- 
panies. Individuals join together to 
buy life insurance through a mu- 
tual insurance company or mer- 
chandise through a mutual whole- 
sale purchasing association. Peo- 
ple who save money put their 
funds in a mutual savings bank. 
Farmers join together to buy the 
goods they use in production or to 
sell the things they grow. All these 
are cooperatives. THEY ARE

ALSO LEGITIMATE FORMS OF 
PRIVATE ENTERPRISE.” 
Freeing Enterprise 

An important step has been tak- 
en in the advancement of our eco- 
nomic democracy by the Supreme 
Court decision compelling the rail- 
roads to end their discrimination 
against the South and West in 
freight rates,—rateg that benefited 
the industrial Northeast. The rea- 
son such a system, so detrimental 
to free enterprise, could be main- 
tained is because for generations 
the same small group of Wall St. 
financial houses, who have con- 
trolled the great bulk of the indus- 
tries of the Northeast, have also 
controlled most of the railroads. 
This background situation was not 
brought out in the press reports 
concerning the Court’s decision, 
nor was it made clear that years 
of investigation and litigation 
have been necessary on the part of 
the Government to combat the 
powerful Wall St. interests and 
lobbies to bring this important 
step about. 
Combating Ideas 

Reports have reached the United 
States that Protestant pastors and 
laymen in Mexico, suffering from 
growing violence directed at them 
by Catholics, have recently ad- 
dressed a public letter to the Cath- 
olic archbishop requesting an ex- 
planation for the “criminal acts” 
against Protestants. This letter 
was printed as a poster and circu- 
lated widely over Mexico in a 
courageous attempt to inform the 
public of the persecutions of Prot- 
estants in Mexico for the last 75 
years. The letter comments, ‘Ideas 
are combated by ideas and not by 
acts of barbarity. If you wish to 
combat us, do it with ideas.” 
Manipulations 

It is too early at the present 
writing to say how much guilt 
there is in the case of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation’s 
railroad manipulations in which 
Congressional investigators have 
charged that the RFC, under the 
leadership of Jesse Jones, used its 
financial power and influence to 
help Wall Street financiers rook 
the American taxpayer and the 
small stockholders of railroad se- 
curities. But any study of the tes- 
timony certainly reveals’ that 
something was wrong! It is also 
charged by the investigating con- 
gressmen that RFC officials who 
played the game with the Wall 
Street promoters, while they were 
supposed to be looking after the 
taxpayers’ interests, were reward- 
ed for the work by getting high 
salaried jobs in the very railroads 
they had victimized. It is signifi- 
cant that a Republican congres- 
sional leader, Sen. Charles W. To- 
bey, is the committee head. 
The Truth Hurts 

Wall Street can’t stand the 
truth about itself. An employee of 
a brokerage house down on the 
“Street” begged off jury duty in a 
gambling case with the excuse, 
“T’m in the gambling business my- 
self and might be prejudiced.” In- 
cidentally, he was fired from his 
job! 


A FORECAST 
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Many scientific men have said that controls of a spiritual nature must 
be developed to prevent atomic world destruction. But these voices so far 
have scarcely risen above a murmur. Some day there will be a great awak- 
ening when the full realization of impending atomic war has finally dawned 
upon us. As it was in Europe when nazism finally got into full sway, men 
will cry out to the spiritual forces to save them.

went after exclusive domination of the Near East oil with Britain as 
an assistant in the exploitation of these areas. Oil company agents as 
officers in Navy uniforms, Army officers who in civilian life were oil 
corporation executives, former oil technicians assigned as special “‘cul- 
tural diplomats” by our State Department, roamed about at will 
through the Near East, presumably on “government business,” and 
set the stage for the biggest oil grab in history while the war was 
yet on. Also while American and British politicians were uttering their 
pious platitudes about the Atlantic charter—with its guarantee of just 
access of all peoples to the earth’s resources,—they were taking mil- 
lions of defense dollars provided by the American taxpayers to pay 
secret bribes to the old feudal tyrants of Arabia in order that they 
would continue to play the American oil game . . . Secret and semi- 
secret diplomatic conferences were held in Egypt and in the waters of 
the eastern Mediterranean—some of which Roosevelt and Churchill 
openly attended—to tie the situation up for the American oil com- 
panies . . . the deal finally got so raw that the French squawked and 
separate quiet settlements had to be made with the French—and in 
just the past few months. The Russians began to bring hidden pres- 
sure (and some not so hidden) on Greece and Turkey—and Washing- 
ton and Wall St. became frantic to curb Russia’s pressure and the 
American people were suddenly stunned by the “new Truman Doc- 
trine.”” These are some of the developments that brought on the Near 
East crisis, developments which many in the rest of the world know 
about but which have not been told to the American people. 

We are not saying that this is all bad—but we are saying, by all 
that’s true in history, that it IS power politics of the most flagrant 
war-breeding sort. 

But the American people are slowly becoming aware of it. Ameri- 
can business is becoming ashamed of it,—uneasiness and uncertainty 
pervade Washington. And this is a good sign. There is still time to

Diamond Squeeze 


One of the most flagrant in- 
stances of international racket- 
eering through cartels is that of 
the international diamond monop- 
oly . . which is owned exclu- 
sively by a little handful of Brit- 
ish, Dutch and Belgian multi- 
millionaires. During the war, in- 
dustrial diamonds became so scarce 
that the American defense pro- 
gram was seriously crippled by 
the shortage. Although the de- 
fense of the British and Dutch 
empires was one of the primary 
parts of the U. S. military strat- 
egy, yet the diamond cartel con- 
tinued to keep its stranglehold, 
and it was only through a strong 
threat of U. S. government action 
that the cartel loosened its monop- 
olistic grip. 

Now that the war is over, the 
very thing that the diamond car- 
tel feared most has happened... 
there’s plenty of diamonds! Also 
new diamond fields have been dis- 
covered in Africa which could give 
the world a full supply ... but 
which would make them much 
cheaper for industrial purposes,— 
and more plentiful as jewels. Ac- 
tually if diamonds were not con- 
trolled,—if they were produced and 
sold on a capitalistic, competitive 
instead of under a cartel system,— 
diamonds would be comparatively 
inexpensive. 

So the diamond cartel is clamp- 
ing down, shipping their surplus 
stoneg back to their vaults in Lon- 
don and Amsterdam where they 
will parce] their produce out on a 
scarce basis and at the usual “‘sta- 
bilized high prices” with high prof- 
its—to the cartel. 


Rubber 


The same thing could happen in 
rubber. After World War I, the 
international rubber cartel, then 
in control of most of the world’s 
raw rubber supplies, boosted prices 
sky high and continued to exploit 
the American people until Ameri- 
can tire manufacturers weakened 
the cartel’s complete monopoly by 
starting to produce their own rub- 
ber. However, the American raw 
rubber producers never cut in too 
deeply on the cartel’s control, for 
the consumption of raw rubber 
continued to grow as the Ameri- 
can automotive industry expanded 
enormously. As World War II 
came on, the rubber cartel by its 
price policies was largely able to 
obstruct the U. S. government’s 
plan for stock-piling. As a result, 
Pearl Harbor caught the U. S. 
with very little of the rubber need- 
ed so desperately for war. Out of 
this emergency the American syn- 
thetic rubber industry was born. 
At the present time, the represen- 
tatives in the U. S. of the old in- 
ternational rubber cartel are using 
whatever inside pressure they can 
develop to influence the American 
government to put aside its new 
synthetic rubber industry. How- 
ever, the Army and Navy are very 
much concerned about the matter 
of our keeping a large synthetic 
production available. Plans will no 
doubt be carried out to maintain 
a sufficiently large synthetic in-

dustry to guarantee our supply in 
the event of war while we continue 
to use considerable quantities of 
the raw product. Thus the stran- 
glehold of the rubber cartel will be 
broken, which will mean cheaper 
and more plentiful rubber, while 
diamonds—another strategic prod- 
uct in modern industrial life—will 
remain scarce and extremely ex- 
pensive and profitable to the few 
who have managed to gain a con- 
trol of the world supply. 


Crime and Profits 


J. Edgar Hoover, head of the 
FBI, has recently been bearing 
down on the exploitation of Amer- 
ican child life through radio pro- 
grams, comics and crime books 
sold by American commercial 
firms at great profit. Said Mr. H. 
recently, ‘(Crime books, comics and 
newspaper stories crammed with 
anti-social and crimina] acts, the 
glorification of un-American vigi- 
lante-action and the deification of 
the criminal are extremely danger- 
ous in the hands of the unstable 
child. 

“The fact that some movies, 
radio programs, comic books and 
newspaper stories incite crime is 
no argument for banning all of 
them,” said Mr. H. But, as he im- 
plied, many of these advertisers 
and publishers are putting profits 
before public and child welfare. 

“The solution ig not easy, but it 
is fundamental. It demands that a 
higher standard of moral princi- 
ples be incorporated into daily 
living. 

“These changes can be brought 
about only through education, both 
religious and secular. They should 
be the objectives of every church, 
school and home in America, and 
to this end every individual must 
help to sustain and bolster these 
institutions, for only through them 
may such influences be extended. 
Through them is transmitted the 
spark which kindles, in the hearts 
of true citizens, a deeper feeling 
of responsibility and the compel- 


ling urge to develop a _ better 
America.” 
Parochial Aid 


At the same time the Roman 
Catholic Church in America inten- 
sifies its campaign to secure state 
aid for parochial schools, the new 
Italian Parliament, in a country 
that has had centuries of experi- 
ence with Vatican policy, votes to 
outlaw all state subsidies to church 
schools! Thus Italy reaches the 
climax in the long struggle to dis- 
entangle public education from the 
stranglehold of the Vatican. From 
now on the church in Italy must 
depend upon the contributions of 
the faithful to support its schools. 
This development bears out the 
theory of many expert observers 
that the Catholic Church, realizing 
that its days of supremacy are 
over in Europe, is now beginning 
a carefully planned, long view 
struggle to make America the cen- 
ter of Roman Catholic power in 
the world.

spread the base of these commercial oil developments to make them 
live up to United Nations agreements. Some Congressmen are begin- 
ning to speak up already. God give them courage and strength! 


Atomic REPORT. The efforts continue on the part of our mili- 

tary leaders and the War Department to convince the American 
public that the A-bomb is just another weapon. Considerable public- 
ity is being given to “official reports on final findings concerning the 
effects of the bombs on Hiroshima, Nagasaki and Bikini.” The na- 
ture of these reports is to play down the effects of the bomb. It is 
claimed that the number of people who were incurably injured by the 
A-bombs is much less than at first reported; that the area around the 
bomb center, within which human life was destroyed or injured, is 
much less than formerly reported; that cancers, skin disease, sterility 
and congenital monstrosities are not resulting as has been reported in 
what the War Department atom spokesmen called “wild stories that 
have been circulated.” 

But these official spokesmen very carefully avoid facing the fact 
that many of the leading nuclear scientists do not believe anything like 
“final” conclusions can yet be reported concerning the effects of the 
A-bomb in terms of diseases, sterility, monstrosities, etc. 

Also these official statements now insisting that the bombs of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki only destroyed human life in a radius of 3.1 
miles deliberately ignore the fact, well-known among scientists, that 
the bombs of Hiroshima and Nagasaki were mere toys compared with 
the A-bombs scientists are already prepared to produce. So the War 
Department and the military leaders are determined to persuade the 
American public that the A-bomb is “just another weapon.” But the 
majority of the scientists who made the first A-bomb still believe that 
man must use the atom for peaceful development or he will destroy 
himself and that the A-bomb as a weapon will either end war or 
end man. 


wer WALLACE. Don’t be too sure about the political death 

of Henry Wallace. Many have written us for comments about 
Henry Wallace’s latest vocal escapades, but the task of this informa- 
tion service is to give information that has not, for the most part, 
reached the attention of the public—and we take it that plenty on 
Henry Wallace has reached the public lately! But what people do not 
realize is that the press and radio go out of their way to smear, twist 
and warp about everything the former Cabinet member utters because 
he has become the chief scapegoat of American big business interests. 
Many things Mr. Wallace has said have been most unwise and ill- 
advised. But also many things he has said have been so true that the 
words have stung and hurt all the way from Wall St. to the White 
House. Perhaps Mr. W.’s greatest characteristic, even when he is 
right, is to say the “bestest things at the worstest times.” 

The important thing now is that, in spite of the smear campaign 
carried on against him, great crowds have turned out almost every- 
where to hear Wallace, as he has toured his home country, and this 
has shocked the nation’s political and business circles into a rude 
awakening. What is still more important,—he has stirred a sponta- 
neous and tremendous following among the university and college 
students, This IS important—for their thinking is most indicative of 
trends in the future.

Discrimination 

Orange County is one of Cali- 
fornia’s smallest counties, but it 
has produced two court decisions 
of great importance to the future 
of inter-racial and international 
relations. Los Angeles spills south- 
ward into this county, and many 
Mexicans have spilled northward 
into it from below the frontier. 
Historically, Mexicans have been 
there a long time, and some of 
their old families have risen to 
prominence and prosperity. But ac- 
cording to Worldover Press there 
has been much prejudice against 
Mexicans. 

On the excuse that Mexican chil- 
dren are sometimes deficient in 
the use and understanding of Eng- 
lish, school authorities in several 
Orange County towns sent some 
5,000 children of Mexican families 
to separate institutions. Instead of 
learning English through normal 
contacts, the boys and girls mere- 
ly sank back all the deeper in 
their language limitations. 

Federal Judge Paul J. McCor- 
mick recently delivered a heavy 
blow at national and racial seg- 
regation when he ruled that sep- 
aration of childlren by nationality 
in public schools was illegal. He 
even added some strong comments 
on the dangers of discr’mination 
in a democracy. Stunned, the 
school authorities began to fight 
back, but they have signally fail- 
ed. Recently, the Ninth Federal 
Circuit Court of Appeals upheld 
Judge McCormick’s ruling, and 
even declared that prosecution of 
the trustees might be justified. 

In ringing words Judge William 
Denman, who wrote a concurring 
opinion, declared that the school 
heads “brazenly proclaim their 
guilt in their discriminatory vio- 
lation of state educational laws.” 
He suggested an inquiry into the 
case by a grand jury. This was 
language calculated to strike cold 
fear into the hearts of all those 
who practice discrimination against 
other nationalities and races in 
the whole country. Judge Albert 
Lee Stephens, who wrote the de- 
cision, asserted that the schoo] of- 
ficers had not only failed to show 
any law supporting their preju- 
diced actions, but had broken state 
lawg which clearly prohibited 
them from segregating childlren 
on any such basis. He also said 
that the Fourteenth Amendment 
of the Federal Constitution had 
been equally violated. This deci- 
sion clearly goes beyond the Mexi- 
can question, and takes on mean- 
ingful precedents against all 
forms of racism. Not only Mexi- 
cans living in the United States, 
but those in Mexico itself, will 
take note of this important case. 
News of it will filter through to 
all the Latin American peoples, 
who are always startled to dis- 
cover race and color prejudices in 
a country supposedly so democrat- 
ic as the United States. They will 
be glad to learn that Uncle Sam, 
however slowly, is ending step by 
step the mockery of discrimina- 
tion, which is so insulting to the 
long and rich heritage of Latin 
American culture in North Ameri- 
can Civilization.
